FOR THE YEAR 1903. 


Extract from the Proceedings of the Government of Burma in the Police Department—No. 1R.-4, dated the 
aist September 1904. 
READ— 
Report on the Police Administration of Burma for the Year 1903. 

RESOLUTION.—The report, though due on the 1st June, was not received in 
the Secretariat till the 5th July. The delay was oc- 
casioned by the remodelling of the narrative in con- 
sequence of the criticisms of the Government of India upon the report for the year 
1902, which were communicated to the Inspector-General at the end of April last. 
The form has been improved by the exclusion of tables of statistics from the text, 
but the important portion of the report which deals with crime and the working 
of the Police, is still imperfect. Variations in district statistics are given in too 
detailed a form. There is very little in the way of intelligent comment or advice, 
and hardly any attempt to form an estimate of the work done by the Police 
during the year, either generally or in regard to particular classes of offences. 
The special attention of the Inspector-General is called to these omissions. The 
report should show in broader relief the salient features of the year’s work, and, 
while commenting on defects, should show also where praise is deserved. The 
most important features of the year and they are not satisfactory are, briefly, 
decreased success in enlistment, increased departmental punishment, a general 
increase in cognizable offences, and especially in crime which is classed as violent, 
in cattle-thefts, and in hurt by dangerous weapons, and as the Lieutenant-Governor 
regrets to observe, a certain callousness in dealing with serious crime. 


General observations. 


2. The continued difficulty in obtaining recruits resulted in the Civil Police 
Administration, enlistment, and >eing 544 below sanctioned strength at the close of 
punishment of Civil Police. the year. This large deficiency is also in some measure 
due to the serious increase in the casualties by death, resignation, and desertion 
during the year, and to the steadily growing number of officers and men dismissed 
and removed. The Lieutenant-Governor views with misgiving the large number 
of dismissals and departmental punishments throughout the province. The fact 
that it has been considered necessary for two years in succession to dismiss 40 
out of a force of approximately 350 men in the Tharrawaddy district, discloses a 
state of affairs which demands careful investigation. The fact that in a provincial 
force of 1,557 officers and 10,951 men, it has been considered proper to dismiss 
29 officers and 532 men, and to punish departmentally 353 officers and 1,944 men, 
leads the Lieutenant-Governor to doubt whether the Policeiare treated’ by their 
own officers with sufficient consideration. It is ‘only by considerate treatment that 
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the force can be made attractive to good men, and if faults which in other depart- 
ments are passed over with a verbal reprimand, are met in the Police by punish- 
ment or dismissal, it is "not a matter of wonder that service in the Police is un- 
popular, and recruiting difficult. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to observe that 
good progress was made in the better housing of the men. He has no doubt that 
the deficiency of house accommodation in a force which consists largely of married 
men is one of the most serious causes of unpopularity of service. 

3. In the training of the force there appears to be still room for improvement. 
-Minbu,’ Magwe, and Yaméthin again appear among 
the backward districts in this respect, and the ex- 
planations given of the poor results are not convincing. The District Superintendent 
of Magwe should be asked to explain why less than 50 per cent. of his old con- 
stables failed to qualify. Akyab still shows poor figures in the matter of the train- 
‘ing of recruits. The failure, of the arrangements for training in the Railway 
Police should not be allowed to recur in future years. 


Training of the force. 


4. The duty of inspection has been satisfactorily carried out. The Inspector- 

. General visited eleven Upper Burma and nine Lower 

Inspection. Burma districts. The Deputy Inspector-General of. 

Civil Police made a very large number of inspections. District Superintendents 
and Subdivisional Police Officers inspected almost every police station and out- 


post in the province. 


5, The most regrettable feature of the year is the increase of cognizable 
offences, The total of true cognizable cases dealt 
with by the Police, and directly by the Magistrates, 
was 2,178 higher than in 1902, though the latter year 
in its turn showed figures considerably in excess of 1901, The Lieutenant-Gov- 
emnor cannot regard with complacence the marked increase in violent crime. 
Omitting culpable homicide, other murders, and attempt at murder, the num- 
bers of preventible violent crimes in 1902 and .1903 were 332 and 454 .espec- 
tively, and the percentage of increase was 37. It is of the utmost importance 
that this recrudescence of violent crime should be firmly dealt with. Sir Hugh 
Barnes views with displeasure the tendency to allow the time-honoured custom 
that District Superintendents should personally visit the scene of violent crime, 
to fall into desuetude. He recognizes that District Superintendents cannot visit 
the scene in all cases, but he regards the fact that it is mentioned in paragraph 37 
of the report, that the District Superintendent of Hanthawaddy visited the scene 
of violent crime in only 12 cases out of 73, the District Superintendent of Ma-ubin 
in only six cases out of 52, the District Superintendent of Upper Chindwin in not 
a single case out of four and the District Superintendents of Tharrawaddy, Prome, 
and Thatén in very few cases, as discreditable to these officers, and as evincing 
on their part an absence of a sense of responsibility in respect of one of their 
most important duties. Cattle-theft, a very serious crime in an agricultural 
province, has risen from 2,145 cases in 1902 to 2,523 casesin 1903. Other thefts 
have correspondingly increased, and hurt by dangerous weapons, an offence to 
which the Burman is prone, and which requires special repression, has increased 
by 111 cases, for a considerable part of which the Thatén district is responsible, 
The growth of crime is most marked in the _Tharrawaddy district, and the

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Lieutenant-Governor hopes that the substantial increase in the strength of the 
‘force of this district, which was recently sanctioned will have beneficial results. 
Thefts were too prevalent in the Bassein district, and there was a large number 
of petty robberies in the Yaméthin district, which is attributed to the failure of 
harvests. Theincrease of cases under the Excise and Opium Actsis satisfactory 
as indicating the activity of the officers of the new Excise Department. There 
was a slight increase in gambling cases, but the Lieutenant-Governor doubts 
whether the Police have attained much ‘success against the professional gambler 
‘who goes from village to village and from fair to fair, and whose path is followed 
by crime. The very useful power of demanding security from professional gam- 
blers, conferred by section 17 of the Burma Gambling Act, is mentioned in 
the report only with respect to the Kyauksé district. The Lieutenant-Governor 
‘would be glad to have fuller details of the working of this section in future 
reports. . 


6. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to observe that detection has on the 
whole kept pace with the increase of crime. The 
percentage of conviction in true congnizable cases 
of all kinds investigated by the Police was 67. In Classes I to V 52 per cent. of 
the cases investigated were detected, as against 51 per cent. in the previous 
year. In violent crime and ‘cattle-theft the percentages were 57 and 42 as com- 
pared with 56 and 41 of the previous year. The Lieutenant-Governor agrees 
with the Inspector-General in thinking that the results of Police work in the 
Tavoy and Meiktila districts leave much to be desired. The poor detection in 
the Yaméthin district calls for remark for the third year in succession. For the 
province generally it may be said that though detection compares not unfavour-, 
ably with the previous year, there is still much room for improvement. ’ 


Detection. 


7. The number of persons prosecuted for bad livelihood was less than in 
1902, and the percentage of persons called upon to 
furnish security remained the same as in the previous 
year. The Lieutenant-Governor is disappointed to find that little use has been 
made of Circular 28 of 1903, which authorizes District Superintendents to 
institute proceedings under the preventive sections of the Cade of Criminal Pro- 
cedure without the sanction of a Magistrate. The considerable decline in the 
number of prosecutions in the Prome district, notwithstanding that there has 
been no appreciable decrease of crime and that thefts have increased, should be

explained. 


8. Good work was done during the year in the matter of the identification 

of criminals by the Central Bureau in Rangoon, 

soe ees and village but the figures dealing with the recognition of old 
offenders, are not quite as creditable to the Police as 

in 1902, The work of beat patrols appears to have been more satisfactory than 
in the previous year. The Lieutenant-Governor has recently had an opportunity 
of seeing reports on the beat system from nearly every officer of the Commission 
or the Police who has had practical experience of its working. These reports have 
convinced him that the system is eminently suited to the conditions of Burma, but 
that itis capable of improvement. The present rules are framed on too hard and fast 
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lines. Some villages require more frequent and other Jess frequent visits. The 
arrangements are unnecessarily rigid and they leave no scope forthe intelligence of 
the station officer. The Lieutenant-Governor will be glad if the Inspector-General of 


Police will devote his attention to the improvement of the system and revise the rules. 


so as to render them more elastic. The return showing number of cases brought 
to light by the agency of the beat constable, should be dispensed with. The 
duty of the beat .constable is preventive not detective, and if such a test be applied 
to his work, the effect must be to induce him to harass the people about petty 
cases that no one has ever wanted to report. The relations between the Police 
and village headmen appear on the whole to have been excellent. The Lieu- 


tenant-Governor is glad to note that the surveillance over released criminals has 
been efficient. 


g. In the part of the report which deals with the Military Police the health 
. of the men is again the chief subject which calls for 
comment. The admissions to hospital in the -Chin- 
dwin Battalion show a still further increase, and are far in excess of any of the other 
battalions. With afew minor exceptions the conduct of the force was good, re- 
cruiting proceeded satisfactorily, and efiiciency was maintained. The Chindwin 
and Arakan Hill Tracts Battalions do not appear to have been inspected by either

10. The Lieutenant-Governor desires to acknowledge the care and ability 
with which the department has been administered by 
Colonel Peile and the Deputy Inspector-General and 
is glad to note the names of the officers of both the Military and the Civil Police 


Services of officers. 


who are brought to notice for good service. His Honour joins with Lieutenant- 


Colonel Parkin in expressing his regret for the loss sustained by the death of Mr. 
R. B. Hawkes, late Deputy Inspector-General of Civil Police.

PART I.—ADMINISTRATION. 





2. Consequent on the formation of the Pyapén district an extra appointment “ Statement E.” 
Sanctioned strength of police Was made in the fourth grade of District Superin- . 
force. \ tendents of Police. The number of Superintendents 
in Rangoon Town was reduced by one, and an extra appointment was made in the 
first grade of Assistant District Superintendents of Police of the Provincial force 
to provide an officer for the newly created post of Assistant Commissioner of 
Police, Rangoon Town. An extra appointment in the grade of Assistant District 
Superintendent of Police, third grade, B List, was added to include the Executive - 
Police Supply Officer, Rangoon, who was promoted from the rank of Inspector of 
Police, first grade, B List. Of the four Assistant District Superintendents of Police, 
second grade, B List, who were supernumerary on the 1st January 1903, three 
were absorbed into the fifth grade of Assistant District Superintendents of Police, 
A List, during the year. The cadre of Inspectors, second grade, B List, was re- 
duced by one when the Executive Police Supply Officer, Rangoon, was promoted, 
and increased by four to provide an Inspector for the police force for the protec- 
tion of the Burma Oil Company’s works at Syriam and three Inspectors for the 
newly formed Pyapén district. 
2. Changes in the sanctioned strength of the police of the Hanthawaddy, “Statement £.” 
Changes in strength of District Pegu, Bassein, Myaungmya, Ma-ubin, Toungoo, 
Executive Force. Magwe, Mandalay. Myitkyina, Kyauksé, Yaméthin, 
and Myingyan districts and the Railway Police were made during the year. The 
noticeable changes were an increase in the strength of the police of the Pegu district 
by 1 Chief Head Constable, 10 head constables and sergeants and 73 constables, 
and a reduction in the strength of the police of the Ma-ubin and Myaungmya dis- 
tricts to provide a police force for the newly formed Pyapén district. The net result 
of these changes at the end of the year was an increase of 10 head constables, 37 
sergeants, and 210 constables in the sanctioned establishment of the province. ; 
. 3. The increase of Rs. 1,02,188, is mainly due to expenditure on the construc: “ Statement E.” 
nee of cottages and to the increase in strength of the 
orce. 
4. It is evident from the district statements that the method of arriving at the “Statement E.” 
figures shown in the column “Reserve” requires 
systematizing. At present there is considerable varia- 
tion in the different districts in the way in which the figures are calculated. 
5. At the close of the year the number of police-stations had been increased « Statement E.” 
by 56 and the number of outposts had been decreased 
by 41. Forty-eight outposts, situated at a consider- 
able distance from the police-station to which they were subordinate, were 
declared to be police-stations and classed as “ second-class police-stations.” The 
responsibility for the proper and efficient investigation of all offences rests as form- 
erly on the officer in charge of the controlling police-station, which is classed 
as a first class police-station, but the officer in charge of a second-class police- 
station can now investigate cases and release arrested persons on bail, or on their 
personal bonds. The conversion of remotely situated outposts into second class

7. The number of men required at the.end of the year to jai the force up 

to the sanctioned strength was 544 officers and men 
i which is unusually high. The deficiency in the 
strength of districts is most noticeable in the Thatoén, Mergui and Katha districts. 
The counter attraction of prosperous paddy cultivation and high rates of wages 
for labour are stated as the reasons for the deficiency in those districts. While 
from one-fourth of the districts the reports on the supply of recruits are favourable 
those from the remaining districts are unsatisfactory, and show the need to make 
service in the force more attractive to recruits of a desirable stamp. 

8. The Municipal police of the Kyanksé, Yaméthin and Myingyan districts, 
consisting of a combined strength of three officers and 
. 31 men, was abolished and absorbed into the strength 
‘of the police of those districts. The reduction in cost is due to this measure. 

g. The sanctioned strength remained unchanged throughout the year. 
Cantonment police. The cost shows no appreciable variation. 

10, Martini-Henry carbines were issued to the men in the Salween district and 

the Snider rifles in their possession were withdrawn. 
- Steps have been taken to re-arm the whole of the 

force of the province with smooth bore Martini-Henry carbines. 

11, There was an increase of 39 in the number of officers and men dismissed or 
removed during the year. The increase is most 
noticeable in the Myingyan and Mandalay districts 
where the District Superintendents of Police found it necessary to punish by dis- 
missal or removal to maintain discipline. The number of men dismissed for mis- 
conduct in the Tharrawaddy district was over 11 per cent. of the district force. 
The increase in the number of departmental punishments in the Hanthawaddy 
district is due to the inclusion for the first time of minor punishments inflicted 
during the year. The District Superintendent of Police, Upper Chindwin district, 
attributes the increase in the number of departmental punishments to the enforce- 
‘ment of stricter discipline rendered necessary by slackness in the performance of 
duty. The Myingyan, Shwebo and Thayetmyo districts show a marked increase 
in the number of cases of conviction by Magistrates, but taking all the districts 
into consideration there was a slight decrease in the number of such cases. The 
number of rewards shows a slight increase. On the whole the conduct of the police 
was good, but the conduct of the men of the Cheduba police-station in the Kyauk- 
pyu district, from which revenue exceeding Rs. 5,000 was stolen, and the unfavour- 
able report on the state of the police of the Thatdn district form adverse features 
inthe year’s record, 

-12, The number of literate officers and men decreased by 6 and 124 respec- 
tively. At the end of the year the percentage of 
literate officers was 98 and the percentage of literate 
men was 85. The decrease in the number of literate men is most marked in the 
Mandalay district where the number of Indian constab!es was increased and the 
Burmans decreased.

training depét was 5,571, or 87 per cent. of the number who came in for training. 


The percentage of qualified men for the year under report compares favourably 
with that of the previous years The Pakékku, Minbu, Magwe and Yameéthin 
districts show an unsatisfactory percentage of men qualified. The District Super- 
imtendent of Police, Pakékku, explains that the training depét was without an 
mstructor for three months during the year. Inthe Minbu district a large num- 
ber of men had to return to the stations before the examination on account of duty 
at pagoda festivals. The District Superintendent of Police, Magwe, has not explain- 
ed why less than 50 per cent. of the men failed to qualify. The District Super: 
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intendent of Police, Yaméthin, states that 66 of the men ordered in for training 


were illiterate and did not qualify. 


14. A total of 1,983 recruits entered the training depéts during the year and 
251 casualties occurred before the completion of the 
courses of instruction. Twelve hundred and fourteen 
out of 1,732 recruits appeared forthe qualifying examinations and 1,084 or 89 per 
cent. passed. The balance of recruits, namely, 648, remained in the training depdt 
at the end of the year to complete the course of instruction or for further instruc: 
tion on account of failure to pass the qualifying examination. The instruction 
given in the training depéts was satisfactory except in the Akyab and Thatén 
districts, where less than 4o per cent. passed the qualifying examination. The 
District Superintendents of Police of those districts have been called upon to ex- 
plain the unsatisfactory results. 


15. Sixteen hundred and eighty-nine men appeared for the examinations for 

Resiles ok quately! exaddas- certificates and 88 per cent. passed. The results for 

tions.. the examinations show an improvement on the figures 

of the previous year, as a whole, and especially so in 

the number of first class certificates obtained. Less than 60 per cent. of the candi- 
dates of the Akyab district failed to obtain certificates. 


16. Pending the re-arming of Civil Police with the smooth bore Martini-Henry 
carbine, musketry was only carried out tothe extent 
that ammunition for thesmooth bore Sniders was 
available, and in several districts the supply was insufficient for the musketry 
practice of more than a portion of the men. ti the Pakékku district no musketry 
practice was carried out for want of ammunition. The total number of exercised 
men was 6,959 and of non-exercised men 3,841. These figures necessarily show 
a falling off as compared with those of the previous year. In the Ma-ubin district 
only 54 men, or little more than 26 per cent., were put through the musketry course, 
and the explanation of the District Superintendent of Police that a Headquarters 
Inspector was not available to superintend the musketry is not satisfactory. 
17- The accommodation for men under training at Akyab and Kyaukpyu is 
Accommodation for men under insufficient. Funds have been provided for the con- 
training. struction of accommodation at both these places. A 
training depét building is required at Sandoway. 

18. The men were drilled with the Military Police wherever possible. The 

Drill District Superintendent of Police, Ruby Mines dis- 
‘ trict, explains that, owing to the distance of the Civil 
Police lines from the Military Police lines at Mogok, the men do not drill regularly 
with the Military Police. 

1g. A large number of recruits were required last year, but the number obtain- « Statement F.” 
ed was less by 173 than the number obtained in the 
. previous year. There was a perceptible increase in 
the number of men of 10 years’ service and upwards and an approximate corre= 
sponding decrease in the number of men of es 10 years’ service. 

20, The number of casualties increased by 236 and the increase is most notice « Statement F.” 
able in the number of deaths, resignations and deser- 
tions. The number of deaths shows marked increase 
in the Yaméthin and Tharrawaddy districts where outbreaks of cholera occurred: 
The heaviest percentage of deaths occurred in the Myitkyina and Kyaukpyu. dis- 
tricts where fever was prevalent. The increase in the number of resignations is 
most noticeable in the Amherst and Katha districts. The dearness of food js 
stated to be the main cause of the number of resignations in the latter district. _ 
The number of desertions in the Myingyan, Yaméthin, Thatén, Myaungmya and ° 
Tharrawaddy districts is most noticeable, and the District Superintendents of Police 
have been called upon for explanation of the causes. Twenty-four deserters were 
brought to trial and convicted. ; oe 8 

21. An unhealthy season in many districts caused an increase in daily average « Statement F.” 
number of sick and in the number of deaths. ‘Fever

23. The reports from the majority of districts show that great progress was 
made by the Public Works Department in the con- 
struction and maintenance of police buildings. Very 
large expenditure was incurred under “ Petty Construction and Repairs” in pro- 
viding suitable cottages on the new plan for the men and progress in this direc- 
tion is now on a very satisfactory footing. The police buildings in the Salween 
district are stated to require overhauling. The buildings in the Southern Shan 
States are temporary and the Assistant Superintendent uf Police has represented 
the necessity of permanent buildings for climatic reasons. A good deal remains 
to be done in the Irrawaddy division towards providing suitable cottages for the 
men, and funds will be provided from the budget grant for 1904-05. . 


24. The following stations were disarmed owing

The police-station at Chaungu in the Sagaing district was disarmed, as it 
was not considered necessary to retain the arms there. The police-station at 
Myothit in the Magwe district remained unarmed during the year, as the treasure 
vault had not been constructed. The general state of the defences of police- 
stations is reported to be satisfactory. 


25. The total number of inspections held by the Inspector-General of Police 
and Deputy Inspector-General of Civil Police and 
Commissioners and Deputy Commissioners was 705 
as against 710 last year. The number of inspections made by the Inspector-Gen- 
eral of Police was 69 as against 43 in the previous year and by the Deputy Inspec- 
tor-General of Civil Police 129 as against 147 in the previous year. Phe Inspec- 
tor-General of Police inspected g districts in Lower Burma and 11 districts in 
Upper Burma. The Yaméthin, Upper Chindwin, Lower Chindwin, Toungoo, 
Salween and Northern Arakan districts, and the Southern Shan States were not 
inspected by the Inspector-General of Police or by the Deputy Inspector-General 
of Civil Police. The inspection of the police of the Southern Shan States has 
been carried out by the Inspector-General of Police since the close of the year 
and the Deputy Inspector-General of Civil Police inspected the Northern Arakan 
district early in 1904. Every police-stationland outpost was inspected at least once

.. during the year by the District Superintendent of Police or Subdivisional Police 


Officer, except K windala police-station, which was established at the end of 1903 in 
the Pegu district, Talé outpost in the Thatén district, Lebu outpost in the Magwe 
district, and Kéngting in the Southern Shan States. The District Superintend- 
ent of Police, Katha district, left the inspection of the greater portion of his police- 


_ Stations and outposts to the Subdivisional Police Officers. He has explained his

inability to carry out inspection duty as due to constant attacks of malarial fever. 
The District Superintendents of Police, Salween, Thatén, Ma-ubin, Mandalay, 
Myitkyina and Shwebo districts left their offices uninspected during the year, 
They have been called upon to explain the omission. 





PART II.—CRIME AND THE WORKING OF THE POLICE, 


26. There has been an increase in every class except Class 1V. The number 
of true cognizable cases dealt with by the police and 
direct by Magistrates was 40,096, or an increase of 
2,178 cases, or 6 per cent. as compared with the figures of the previous year. 
In Class | the increase of 55 cases was mainly due to the number of offences un-

' der “‘ Other offences against public justice” and under “ Rioting or unlawful assem- 


bly.” In Class II the increase of 119 cases was largely due to ‘‘ Murders by rob- 
bers,” “ Other murders,” and “ Hurt by dangerous weapon,” In this class there 
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was a decrease of 68 cases of ‘‘ Grievous hurt,” whichis probably due to more cor- 
rect classification. In Class III the increase of 156 cases is principally due to

In Class V the increase of 1,126 
cases is most noticeable under “ Cattle-theft,” ‘Ordinary theft,” and “ Criminal 
breach of trust.” There was a decrease of 112 cases under “Criminal or house 
trespass.” In Class VI the increase of 722 cases is due to offences under the 
Gambling Act, Excise and Opium laws, and the Arms Act. Cases under the 
preventive sections of the Code of Criminal Procedure decreased by 183.

excluding Class VI shows that the number of cases o

Inthe 
Tharrawaddy district cases of ‘‘ Ordinary theft” increased by 190, cases of 
“Cattle-theft” by 117, cases under the “ Preventive sections” by 160, and cases 
under the “ Excise laws” by 255. Inthe Thatén district cases of ‘“‘ Robbery” 
increased by 7, cases of “Offences against the Opium laws” by 46, cases of

cases of “‘ Dacoity” by 2 and cases of “Hurt by dangerous weapon”. by 42. 
In the Bassein district cases of ‘‘ Robbery” increased by 9, cases of ‘“ Ordinary 
theft” by 263, cases of ‘‘ Cattle-theft’’ by 41, and cases of “ Dacoity” by5.

attributed to the Subdivisional Magistrate being overworked and unable to move 
about on tour, and to insufficient working of the preventive sections and of the pro- 
visions of the Village Act during 1902. Inthis district there were 262 prose- 
cutions under the ‘ Preventive sections” in 1902 and 422 inigo3. The number 
of cases under the “ Village Act” in 1903 was 97 as against 34 cases during 
1902. No satisfactory explanation has been offered of the causes of the increase 
of crime in the other districts mentioned. The decrease in crime is most notice- 
able in the Hanthawaddy, Pegu and Tavoy districts. Inthe Hanthawaddy dis- 


trict the total number of cases dropped from 2,908 to 2,773. The decrease is . . 


most noticeable under “‘ Lurking house trespass or house-breaking” and “ Ordi- 
nary theft.” In the Pegu district crime decreased under “Ordinary theft,” 
“Cattle-theft ” and ‘‘ Lurking house trespass or house-breaking.” The strength 
of the police of the district was increased during the year and better patrolling at 
night in Pegu town was carried out. No explanation of the cause of the decrease 
in crime in the Tavoy district has been offered.

In the case of the latter 
district, the Commissioner, after examination of the records of the cases, has 
found good grounds in most for allowing the cases to be compounded.

and 23,304 of the cases investigated, or 67 per cent. 
resulted in conviction. Forty-six thousand two hundred and seventy-nine persons 
were dealt with by the police, of whom 42,730, or 92 per cent. were tried, and 
30,663, or 72 per cent, were convicted. Excluding Class VI, 22,294 true cog- 
nizable cases were investigated by the police and 16,395 were decided by trial, 
11,540, or 52 per cent. of the number of cases investigated, and 70 per cent. of 
the cases decided by trial ended in conviction. The mean for the province is 61 
per cent. as against 60 per cent. during the previous year. Of 26,439 persons dealt 
with by the police, 23,400 were disposed of by trial, and 14,730, or-56 per cent. 
of the persons dealt with, and 63 per cent. of the persons disposed of by trial, 
were convicted. Taking into consideration that a larger amount of crime and a 
greater number of persons were dealt with by the police, the results on the whole 
compare favourably with those of the previous year. In reviewing the results of 
the work of the police in the districts, it is noticeable that the highest percentage 
of cases convicted to cases investigated in Classes I to VI was 80, 81 and 33 
in the Amherst, Mandalay and Bhamo districts, respectively. Detection in cases 
under Classes I to V was good in these districts though the Amherst district 
shows a falling off. Considering the large volume of crime that the Police had 
to deal with in the Tharrawaddy district, the increase in the percentage of convic- 
tions is satisfactory. The results of the working of the police in the Katha, 
Kyauksé, Yaméthin and Mergui districts were poor, and less than 60 per cent. 
of convictions were obtained. In the Tavoy district, the results were 47 per cent. 
of convictions in Classes | to VI which is bad, though an improvement on the 
figures of the previous year. In Classes I to V, the results were 31 per cent. of 
convictions which is very bad. I agree with the Commissioner in considering 
that they reflect discreditably on the police of that district. Inthe Meiktila 
district, the percentage of convictions in Classes | to VI was 47 and Classes I 
to V was 36. These very unsatisfactory results have not been explained. In 
the Mergui and Bassein districts detection was fair in cases under Classes I to 
VI, but very poor in cases under Classes I to V.

Five thousand and sixty-two persons were dealt with by the police of whom 4,988 
persons were tried and 4,407 or 88 per cent. of persons tried were convicted. The 
largest number of cases under “ Public and local nuisances”’ investigated by the 
police occurred in the Mandalay (782), Amherst (440), Tharrawaddy (329), and 
Prome (280) districts. The percentage of conviction in all districts was satisfactory 
and justifies the action of the Police.

Excepting cases of ‘‘ Murder by dacoits,” “ Attempts at murder,” and 
“Culpable homicide,” there was an increase in the number of cases of other 
forms of violent crime. Excluding cases of “ Other murders,” “ Attempts at 


murder,” and ‘‘ Culpable homicide,” violent crime increased by 37 per cent. as 
compared with the previous year. The Henzada, Thatén, Bassein and Thayetmyo 
districts each show an increase of more than 15 cases of violent crime, and the 
Pegu, Yaméthin and Ma-ubin districts each show an increase of more than 10 
cases. The Mandalay, Magwe and Mergui districts each show an increase of, 
more than six cases. The largest number of cases of violent crime during the 
year occurred in Hanthawaddy (73), Henzada (58), Ma-ubin (52), Bassein (49), 
Tharrawaddy (45), Pegu (44), and Thaton (42). In Upper Burma, the Yaméthin 
district headed the list with 40 cases of violent crime.

These results show that as compared 
with the figures of the previous year*detection on the whole did not fall off, but a 
larger amount of property was taken in “ Dacoities” and ‘“‘ Robberies” and a less 
amount was recovered. The percentage of recoveries shows a falling off by 4- 

Detection was bad in the Shwebo, Myingyan, Meiktila, Magwe, Yaméthin, 
Hanthawaddy and Thatén districts, and poor in the Bassein, Toungoo and 
Mandalay districts. In the Shwebo and Myingyan districts, the percentage of 
cases convicted to cases dealt with was less than 25. 

Cases of ‘‘ Murder by robbers and dacoits” increased by 7 and 40 per cent. 
of the cases dealt with, resulted in conviction. Twelve cases remained undetected 
at the end of the year. Cases of “ Other murders” and “ Murder by poison” 
will be dealt with in the succeeding section. Cases of “ Attempts at murder” 
decreased by 3, and detection in these cases was good except in the Sagaing 
district. Cases of “Culpable homicide” decreased by 4 and detection during 
the year was good. Cases of ‘‘Dacoity” increased by 19, and there was also 
a case of ‘‘ Preparation and assembly for dacoity” in the Henzada district which 
ended in the discharge of the accused. Fifty-nine per cent. of the cases of 
“ Dacoity ” dealt with, ended in conviction. Of 436 persons dealt with in dacoity 
cases only 167 or 38 per cent. were convicted. The detection in these cases 
was bad in the Toungoo, Thatén, Magwe, Yaméthin and Lower Chindwin 
districts. The Commissioner, Tenasserim Division, considers that investigation 
was badly conducted in the Toungoo district in cases of violent crime. Cases 
of “Robbery with hurt” increased by 33. The largest number of cases 
occurred inthe Hanthawaddy (12) and Yameéthin districts (11). Of the 138 
cases dealt with, 69 cases resulted in conviction. Two hundred and fifty-nine 
persons were dealt with in these cases, 208 persons were tried, and 122, or 
47 per cent. of the persons dealt with, were convicted. The worst results of 
detection in these cases are noticeable in the Yaméthin district where only 9 
per cent. of the cases dealt with ended in conviction. The District Superintend- 
ent of Police has explained that the majority of cases were committed on female 
bazaar-sellers in unfrequented parts of the district, and money only being taken, 
the cases were difficult to detect. Consequent on insufficient rainfall and failure 
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of crops in the’ Yaméthin’ subdivision and the surrounding districts crowds of 
people passed through the district on the way to Lower Burma and committed 
offences to get the means for food. The results of the detection were very 
unsatisfactory in the Hanthawaddy and Meiktila districts. Under the head 
“Other robberies”’ there was an increase of 60 cases. This form of crime was 
most prevalent in the Hanthawaddy, Pegu, Tharrawaddy,. Bassein, Ma-ubin, 
That6n and Yaméthin districts. One hundred and fourteen, or 62 per cent. of 
the cases dealt with, ended in conviction. Three hundred and seventy-three 
persons were dealt with, 321 persons were tried, and 192 or 51 per cent. of those 
dealt with, were convicted. ‘These results compare very favourably with those of 
the previous year. Detection in these cases was bad in the Toungoo and Magwe 
districts and only one-fourth of the cases dealt with ended in conviction. The 
increase in the number of cases of ‘‘ House-breaking” (under sections 458, 459 
and 460, Indian Penal Code) was slight. Fifty-three per cent. of the cases dealt 
with ended in conviction. Detection in these cases in the Pegu and Tharrawaddy 
districts was very poor.

Comparison with the figures of the previous year shows 
a decrease of g in the number of cases of firearms used in Lower Burma and an 
increase of 6 in the number of cases in Upper Burma. 

 36.'In the Kyauksé district two outlaws returned from the Northern Shan 
States and were reported to be making preparations to 
commit dacoity. The Head Constable, Maung Po 
Me, assisted by villagers, attempted to surround the outlaws who fired with revol- 
vers and got away. The guide of the outlaws was wounded during the attempt 
to atrest the outlaws and was found by the police two days afterwards lying in 
the jungle. He was sent up for trial and convicted of ‘‘ Attempt at murder.” The 
Commissioner considers that the police showed lack of determination and courage 
in this case. 

Another bad case of ‘“ Attempt at murder” was committed in the Ma-ubin 

district. At about 2-30 A.M. on the 27th October while Sergeant Maung Po Saw, 
of Danubyu police-station, was sleeping in the lower storey of a house, some stran- 
ger called out to him from below. Sergeant Maung Po Saw got up to ascertain 
what was wanted, but was brought down by a shot which wounded him in the left 
side. A second shot was fired but missed him. Immediate search was made for. 
the offenders but without success. The motive of the crime was supposed to be 
revenge for reporting the Inspector and giving information in a gambling case. 
- In the Kyaukpyu district 5 men armed with a gun and dds attacked the 
house of a Burman in the An township. The villagers turned out and made a 
show of resistance on which the dacoits fired the gun and killed one of the villagers. 
This crime is believed to be the work of a gang of outlaws who occupy the Yomas 
which border on the districts of Sandoway, Thayetmyo and Kyaukpyu. They are 
said to number 12 persons, and they have all been proclaimed. The gang is re- 
ported to be living in the most inaccessible places in the Yomas in the Sandoway 
district. Operations against these outlaws have been undertaken and the gang is 
likely to be soon broken up. 

In January 1903, 11 dacoits, Karens and Shans, armed with six new muzzle- 
loading guns, and under the leadership of a man believed to be Tha U Taw, who 
is wanted for three dacoities committed in 1902, entered the village of Kalawthut 
in the Amherst district at about 3 o’clock inthe afternoon. They practically took 
possession of the village for four hours and leisurely ransacked 15 houses and 
took away Rs. 11,749 in cash, jewellery valued at Rs. 2,467, and property 
yalued at Rs. 927. They apparently made no attempt to injure any one though 
they fired off several shots while in the village. Before leaving they went to a 
Chinese foreign liquor shop where they drank what they required and took away 
with them some bottles of whisky. Although there were a large number of able-

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bodied men in the Kalawthut village and the two neighbouring villages, they made 
no attempt to resist the dacoits, as they were afraid to do so against what they 
considered so large an armed party. A villager stated that he wounded one of the 
dacoits with a shot from a cross-bow. On investigation, however, it transpired that 
the villagers had illicit guns which were hidden away and which were sent for on 
the appearance of the dacoits. These illicit guns did not arrive on the scene until 
the dacoits were leaving, and two of the villagers taking cover fired into the 
dacoits point blank as they were leaving. Two dacoits were wounded, but were 
carried away by their comrades. To prevent the possession of the illicit arms 
becoming known the villagers effaced the blood stains of the wounded dacoits 
near the village, and sent out the village children to remove the marks of blood 
along the road. The pursuit organized by the District Superintendent of Police 
was unsuccessful, though the track was marked in places with blood-stained gar- 
ments, as the dacoits had made their way across the frontier. The gang probably 
came to the village by one of the numerous passes in the hills, and spies had evi- 
dently been sent ahead as the location of two Military Police pickets who patrol 
the various passes was known to them and they managed to evade them. The 
Siamese authorities were communicated with regarding the outlaw Tha U Taw. 
37. The Commissioner, Pegu Division, has commented on the paucity of the 
“Investigation of violent crime ViSits of the District Superintendent of Police, Hantha- 
cases by Superior Officers of waddy, to the scenes of violent crime during the year. 
role The District Superintendent of Police visited the 
scene of crime in 12 cases out of 73 cases which occurred during the year. The 
District Superintendent of Police, Mergui, made no mention of the number of cases 
in which he proceeded to the scene of crime and assisted in the investigation, and 
the District Superintendent of Police, Upper Chindwin, has reported but without 
explanation, that he did not visit the scene of crime in any of the four cases which 
occurred in his district. The District Superintendents of Police, Tharrawaddy, 
Prome and Thatén districts, made very few visits to the scene of crime during the 
year. The Commissioner of the Irrawaddy Division has commented adversely on 
the investigation of violent crime in the Ma-ubin district by superior Police officers. 
The District Superintendent of Police, Ma-ubin, visited the scene of crime in six 
cases out of 52. The Subdivisional Police Officer, Ma-ubin, is stated to have been 
remiss in the performance of his duty. The explanation of all the officers men- 
tioned in this section and in this connection has been called for. 
38. Excepting the Hanthawaddy, Ma-ubin, Tavoy, Katha, Ruby Mines, 
Assistance rendered by village Sagaing and Pegu districts the reports regarding the - 
headmen and villagers. assistance rendered by village headmen and villagers 
"generally in cases of violent crime are fairly satisfactory. Inthe Wuntho subdivision 
of the Katha district and the Ava subdivision of the Sagaing district the village 
headmen are adversely commented on by the District authorities. In a dacoity 
case committed in the Pegu district, the Deputy Commissioner has stated that 
he considers that the villagers showed extreme cowardice. The villagers, who 
numbered about 70, did nothing but make a noise and look on. The headman 
and villagers of Chaungzauk village, Bassein district, turned out promptly ina 
dacoity case and the dacoits had to retire. The dacoits appear to have been 
armed with a Lee-Metford rifle and shot two of the villagers who were natives of 
India. One of the wounded men died from the effects of his wounds. The puni- 
tive section of the Village Act and Regulation appear to have been applied during 
the year wherever necessary. Inthe Henzada district villagers were fined in 18 
cases and in the Akyab district 14 villages were fined. The deportation of the 
relations of a formidable gang of dacoits in the Henzada district resulted in the 
surrender of three members of the gang.

ceding section. Seven cases of “ Murder by poison 
and 255 cases of ‘‘ Other murders ” were dealt with 
during the year. These figures show an increase of 6 cases of ‘‘ Murder by poi- 
son” and 31 cases of “Other murders” in comparison with the figures of the 
previous year. The cases of ‘‘ Murder by poison” were committed in the Hantha- 
waddy (1), Pegu (1), Amherst (1), Mandalay (1), Meiktila (2) and Yaméthin (1) 
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districts. In one case in the Meiktila district the accused (a Burman) was suspect- 
ed of having poisoned a number of people at different times for the sake of plunder. 
The accused was convicted of one case of “ Murder by poison ” and senten- 
ced to death and the sentence was carried out. In the Pegu district, a péngyt was 
convicted of “ Murder by poison ” in the case of two boys who lived with him in 
the monastery. His intention was to poisonthe head pémgyi by putting arsenic 
into his food. The head péugyi and seven of the pupils became very ill after 
eating their food and two of the pupils ‘died from the effects of poison. The 
accused péngyz suffered the extreme penalty of the law, . ; 

40- Cases of “Other murders” were most prevalent in the Hanthawaddy, 
Akyab, Pegu, Ma-ubin and Thatén districts. The 
increase in the number of cases is most noticeable in 
the Pegu, Thatén, Henzada and Thayetmyo districts. In the town of Henzadaa 
Chinese opium licensee was returning late at night with a relative from his place 
of business to his house when a man wrapped up in a white sheet brushed up 
against him and fired at him point blank with a revolver. ‘The Chinaman and his 
companion remonstrated thinking that a cracker had been thrown at them when 
three more shots were fired and the Chinaman fell dead within a few yards of 
his house. The Chinese community and the deceased’s family, offered a reward 
of Rs. 3,000 and the Commissioner offered a further reward of Rs. 500 in the 
case. The case was undetected at the end of the year. Another dastardly case 
occurred in the Hanthawaddy district, where a forest ranger was shot at and fatally 
.wounded while sitting at night in the forest rest-house at Taikgyi. The offer of a 
reward of Rs, 2,000 was sanctioned by Government, but the case remains undetect- 
ed. Inthe town of Pegu 2 Civil Police constables while on patrol duty at night 
were murdered and some Military Policemen were suspected of being the assailants. 
Every endeavour is being made to bring this case to light.

Detection in 
murder cases was poor in the Magwe, Sagaing, Yaméthin and Myingyan districts, 
and was least satisfactory in the Hanthawaddy, Thaton and Sandoway districts 
where less than 28 per cent. of the cases dealt with resulted in conviction. 

Two thousand five hundred and twenty-three cases of cattle-theft occur- 
Parts 1, Wl, II c red or an increase of 378 cases in comparison with the 
an Ns . eens figures of the previous year. The districts most re- 
sponsible for the increase are Tharrawaddy, Thaton, Thayetmyo, Magwe, Bassein 
and Toungoo. Inthe Pegu, Prome, Amherst and Pakékku districts, this class of 
offence decreased appreciably. ‘The number of cattle stolen was 4,462 valued at 
Rs. 2,81,616, and the number of cattle recovered was 2,208 valued at Rs. 1,44,412. 
Comparison with the figures of the previous year shows an increase of 746 cattle 
stolen and an increase in value of Rs. 23,753. The value of recovered cattle, how- 
ever, diminished by Rs, 4,571. This decrease in the value is due principally to the 
variation in the figures of the Amherst district, which is due to the absence of 
elephant theft in 1903. In 1902 the Amherst district showed 163 cattle stolen 
valued at Rs. 45.032. In 1903 the same district has shown 82 cattle stolen valued 
at Rs. 3,686. If these figures were excluded the value of recovered cattle during 
the year under report would show an improvement on the previous year. Out of 
the 2,523 true cases of cattle-theft dealt with 1,502 were tried and 1,048, or 42 per 
cent of the cases dealt with, and 69 per cent. of the cases tried, resulted in con- 
viction. Two thousand seven hundred and eighty-six persons were dealt with 
in these cases, 2,514 persons were tried and 1,490 or 54 per cent. of the persons 
dealt with, and 59 per cent. of the persons tried were convicted. n the whole 
detection in cattle-theft cases remained the same as in the previous year. Detec- 
tion in many districts was very poor, and especially so in the Mergui, Magwe, 
Meiktila, Yaméthin, Ruby Mines, Pakékku aud Salween districts. In the Mergui 
district the number of cases was small, and the presence of wild animals is stated 
to have been the cause of many of the losses amongst cattle which were reported to 
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the Police. The increase of 48 cases of cattle-theft and the poor results obtained 
in the Magwe district is not commented on in the report, but the Deputy Commis- 
sioner states that special measures to deal with this class of offence have been 
adopted. Two of the notorious cattle-thieves in the Meiktila district were arrest- 
ed and convicted during the year. The Commissioner has remarked that in the 
Yaméthin district stolen cattle are openly slaughtered in villages. As a check on 
cattle-theft the District authorities have taken steps to construct. slaughter-houses in 
different localities. The Deputy Commissioner, Pakékku district, has remarked 
that stolen cattle are generally slaughtered for food, and only the skin, head and 
hoofs can be found. The increase in the Salween district is attributed to an out- 
break in the south of the district where Police work was not very satisfactory 
owing to paucity of officers and insufficient supervision. The track law was enfor- 
ced most noticeably inthe Tharrawaddy, Hanthawaddy, Prome, Pegu, Henzada 
and Meiktila districts. The Deputy Commissioner of the Akyab district has com- 
mented on the great difficulty in enforcing the track law owing to the nature of the 
country and the carelessness of the people in disposing of their cattle. The District 
Superintendent of Police, Toungoo district, has ascribed the increase in the number 
of cases of cattle-theft to the non-enforcement of the track law and to the want of 
fences round villages. The Commissioner notes that he understands that in many 
cases the tracks could not be found. The District Superintendent of Police has 
stated that the track law could not be satisfactorily worked in the Pakékku district 
as cattle are allowed toroam about the district. No mention is made in the reports 
of the Prome, Tharrawaddy and Hanthawaddy districts of the maintenance of cat- 
tle-theft maps. The District Superintendent of Police, Pegu district, mentioned 
that he has kept up the map for four years, but has not found it very useful and sug- 
gests that it may be discontinued. The Deputy Commissioner supports this view 
and has added that the decrease in the number of cases of cattle-theft is due to the 
introduction of better rules for the herding and penning of cattle. 

43. Nine thousand eight hundred and eighty-seven true cases of “Ordinary «Statement A,” 
thefts” were dealt with during the year or an increase Farts I, IH, Il and 
of 709 cases as compared with the previous year. The °° 
increase is most noticeable in the Bassein (263), Tharrawaddy (190), Prome (105), 
Toungoo(98), and Magwe (95) districts. The largest decrease occurred inthe Pegu 
and Hanthawaddy districts. The District Superintendent of Police considers that the 
facilities for escape in the Bassein district offered to bad characters by the opening 
of the railway contribute largely towards the commission of this form of crime. 
An analysis of the cases shows that there was a large increase in the number of 
petty cases of theft inthe Bassein district. In the Tharrawaddy and Prome 
districts the increase is attributed in a large measure to better reporting. There 
was an increase of 57 cases in the Akyab district which is traceable to the town 
of Akyab. The increase in the strength of the police of the Pegu district and 
the employment of night-patrols in sufficient strength, contributed towards the 
decrease of this form of crime. A few thefts ona large scale occurred, which caused 
the total value of property stolen to exceed that of the previous year. The total 
value of property stolen in ordinary theft cases throughout the province was Rs. 
5,89,&859 or an increase of Rs. 33,083, The value of property recovered was Rs. 
1,33, 304 or a decrease of Rs. 3,108 as compared with the previous year. The 
percentage of the value of property recovered to the value of property stolen shows 
a falling off by 2. Less than one-fifth of the property stolen was recovered in 12 
districts among which the Katha, Bhamo, Meiktila, Myaungmya and Prome 
districts were the most backward. Six thousand six hundred and forty-eight theft 
cases were tried, of which 5,015, or 51 per cent. of the cases dealt with, and 75 per 
cent. of the cases tried, resulted in conviction. Nine thousand three hundred and 
thirty-seven persons were dealt with and 8,635 persons were tried, of whom 5,779 or 
62 per cent. of the persons dealt with, and 67 per cent. of the persons tried, were 
convicted. On the whole the working results as regards this class of crime 
compare favourably with the results of the previous year. In sixteen districts less 
than half the cases dealt with by the police resulted inconviction. The worst 
results are shown by the Meiktila, Tavoy, Mergui and Katha districts, where les? 
than 34 per cent. of the cases dealt with ended in conviction. The District : 
Superintendent of Police, Kyauksé, has commented on the number of cases 
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discharged, mainly through witnesses not adhering in court to the statements made

tothe police. The Deputy Commissioner, Kyauksé, is of opinion that the change 
in section 161, Criminal Procedure Code, has added greatly to the difficulties of 
the police, and the Commissioner considers that it is the greatest blow to 
detection which has occurred for many years. 
44. The number of true cases dealt with under the Excise Act was 3,471, or 
an increase of 524. The largest increases are shown 
mo Denese He Excee Oe. in the Tharay addy (255), Thatén (146), and 
Ma-ubin (81) districts. Excepting the Hanthawaddy and Magwe districts, which 
show a decrease of 28 and 30 cases, respectively, the variation in the figures of 
other districts presents no special features. The operations of the Excise Depart- 
ment led in the Tharrawaddy district to the discovery of a very large amount of 
illicit distillation of country spirits which appears to have been going on for some 
years. In several instances village headmen were the informers and they were 
liberally rewarded. The increase inthe number of cases in the Thatén and Ma-ubin 
districts is also attributed to the operations of the Excise Department. Three thou- 
sand seven hundred and thirty-one cases were tried and 3,277, or 94 per cent. of the 
cases dealt with ended in conviction. Four thousand three hundred and forty-eight 
persons were dealt with, 4,234 persons were tried, and 3,523 persons, or 81 per cent. 
of the persons dealt with, were convicted. The results both in cases and persons 
show an improvement in comparison with the results of the previous year. 
Detection throughout the province was good. In the Pegu district, large seizures 
of illicit liquor were made, and in the Bassein district, 31 illicit stills were seized. 
In the Toungoo district 15,088 tolas of ganja were seized and inthe Hanthawaddy 
district 13% viss were seized. Inthe Prome district 4,771 tolas were seized, in 
the Henzada district 2,091 tolas, and in the Tharrawaddy district 1,500 tolas. 
These.were the largest seizures made in any one district during the year. The 
smuggling of ganja in the Toungoo district was mostly confined to the towns on 
the railway at Oktwin and Pegu, the latter station being noted for such smuggling 
on account of its proximity to the Yomas. It is reported from the Henzada 
district that a large trade in ganja is carried on between the Henzada and 
Tharrawaddy districts by natives of India who purchase it from Shans in the Pegu 
Yomas. The District Superintendent of Police, Ruby Mines district, has mentioned 
that there were 5 cases in which charras or prepared ganja was smuggled 
into the district by natives of India, and that in 4 cases the drug was sent 
through the Post Office. Rewards appear to have been paid liberally in most 
districts, except in the Toungoo district where the District Superintendent of Police 
considers that in several cases the rewards paid were inadequate 
45. Two thousand four hundred and forty-four true cases were dealt with under 
the Opium Act during the year as against 2,251 cases 
in 1902. The increase is most noticeable in the 
Ma-ubin (72), Myaungmya (49), Thatén (46), Akyab (44), and Pegu (43) districts. 
A decrease of 75 cases is shown in the case of the Prome district. The Commissoner 
considers that the Police and Excise Departments in the Ma-ubin district 
worked satisfactorily, but that both departments failed:to cope adequately with 
opium smuggling. In the Thatén district and in the Amherst district most of 
the opium was smuggled in by the Siamese frontier. The report from the Pegu 
district shows that the work of the Excise Department has improved, but in the 
Amherst district the working of the department is stated to have been unsatisfac- 
tory. Twothousand six hundred and ninety-three cases were tried and 2,315 cases, 
or 95 per cent. of the cases dealt with, ended in conviction. Three thousand one 
hundred and thirty-four persons were dealt with, 3,053 persons were tried, and 
2,516 or 80 percent. of the persons dealt with, and 82 percent. of the persons 
tried, were convicted. On the whole the results of detection were equal to those 
of the previous year, and detection was well carried out in all districts. The 
largest single seizure of opium was made in the Yaméthin district and over 171 viss 
were taken. This opium was brought down on bullocks by Shans from the Shan 
States, and 4 Shans were arrested and 1 was convicted, but acquitted on appeal. 
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‘The proceeds of the sale of this opium, Rs. 3,120, was awarded to the informers. 
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respectively. A total weight of 16,690 tolas of opium was seized in the Myitkyina 
district and of 11,852 tolas in the Ruby Mines district during the year. There 
was a large falling off in the total weight of opium seized in the Bhamo district 
and the District Superintendent of Police attributes this to the effect of the close 
supervision over opium shops in Lower Burma. The Deputy Commissioner, Bhamo, 
is inclined to think that this may be partly due to the measures for disarmament 
adopted by the Chinese authorities in connection with the neighbouring trans- 
frontier tribes. 
46. One thousand eight hundred and sixty-seven cases under the Gambling “Statement A,” 
Gambling ct were dealt with during the year or an increase of Fart: 1, 11, IIT and 
Seles under the Gambling 0 cases as compared with the figures of the previous 
year. One thousand six hundred and twenty-six 
cases, or 87 per cent. of cases dealt with, ended in conviction. The percentage of © 
cases ending in conviction to cases tried was 80. These figures show a marked 
improvement on the results of the previous year. Fourteen thousand five hundred 
and ninety-one persons were dealt with, 14,054 persons were tried and 8,870, or 61 
per cent. of the persons dealt with, and 63 per cent. of the persons tried, were 
convicted. The percentage of convictions of persons shows a falling off as com- 
pared with the figures of the previous year. The increase in the number of cases 
is most noticeable in the Prome, Amherst, Yaméthin, Hanthawaddy and Myaung- 
mya districts and the decrease is most marked in the Myingyan and Meiktila dis- 
tricts. Several District Superintendents of Police have commented on the close 
connection between gambling and crime, and instances are given in the Sandoway, 
Myaungmya and Kyauksé districts, in which cases of violent crime were traced to 
gambling. The District Superintendent of Police, Pegu, has stated that a great 
deal of gambling is carried on under cover of bullock cart and boat racing. The 
Deputy Commissioner, Pegu, has remarked that an executive check is exercised 
over race meetings and the Ywathugyts were punished for failure to report their 
occurrence. The Deputy Commissioner of the Ma-ubin district prohibited the 
issue of permits for race meetings and the Deputy Commissioner, That6n district, - 
placed restrictions on cart-racing. Attempts made in Moulmeinto start so-called 
Chinese clubs were unsuccessful, and a Chinese club which was opened at Ménywa 
was closed in consequence of the representations of the police. The District Su- 
perintendent of Police, Mergui district, has commented on the difficulty experienced 
by the police in attempting to put a stop to the cruel practice of buffalo fighting in 
the interior. Over 4,500 persons were found playing the game of 77 at a place 
in the jurisdiction of the Mahlaing police-station in the Meiktila district and 43 
persons were convicted. Action was taken in several cases in the Kyauksé dis- 
trict under section 17 of the Act against a number of professional gamblers, and 
they were placed on security. On the whole the results of the police work in 
gambling cases compares very favourably with that of the previous year. In the 
‘Thaton and Mergui districts the percentage of cases convicted to cases dealt with 
was less than 72. 
47. There were 381 prosecutions under the Arms Act as against 322 inthe pre- _ « Statement A,” 
vious year. Three hundred and fifty-nine or er Parts I, II, III and 
Offence Renee METS Pe cent, ene in conviction. Five mandred and eee ie 
persons were dealt with, 493 persons were tried and 385 or 75 per cent. of the 
persons dealt with and 78 per cent. of,the persons tried were convicted. These 
results show an improvement on the figures of the previous year. The num- 
ber of firearms seized or surrendered during the year was 52, as against 32 
during the previous year. The largest increase in the number of prosecutions 
occurred in the Ruby Mines (14), Mergui(14) and Henzada (12) districts. 
The Deputy Commissioner, Ruby Mines district, has noted that much greater 
strictness is being practised in connection with firearms. Special measures were 
taken by the police, and a large number of unlicensed arms were seized in this 
district. The District Superintendent of Police, Akyab district, has mention- 
ed that many arms are concealed in the part of the district laa | on Chitta- 
pone where arms and ammunition can be purchased without much difficulty. The 
istrict Superintendent of Police, Amherst district, estimates the number of unli- 
censed firearms in the district as not less than 200, These arms are said to be 
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buried in secluded places, and are made use of for shooting purposes when occa- 
sion offers. The District Superintendent of Police personally seized 2 unlicensed 
guns, which he found early one morning in the possession of villagers who were out 
shooting wild pig. The District authorities have taken special steps to deal with 
the matter of unlicensed arms in the Amherst district. A revolver and a double- 
tarrelled gun which had been stolen from Europeans were recovered in Mandalay 
where they were found in the hands of bad characters. The double-barrelled gun 
was found in the possession of men who were preparing to commit robbery. The 
number of licenses for firearms issued and renewed during the year was 2,199, or 
241 less than in 1902. The Toungoo district heads the list with 245 licenses for 
firearms which is far in excess of the number in any other. district. 

48. There were 22,945 true cases of non-cognizable crime during the year, or 
an increase of 415 cases. In Class I, the increase is 
most noticeable under ‘‘ Offences against public justice.” 
There was a decrease of 35 cases under “ Rioting, unlawful assembly and affray.” 
In Class IV there was a decrease of 126 cases of ‘‘ Criminal force ” and an increase 
of 110 cases of ‘‘ Voluntarily causing hurt.” Offences in Class V increased to a 
small extent, and in Class VI there was a large decrease of 321 cases of “ Intimi- 
dation, insult and annoyance.” Offences under “ Other Special or Local laws” 
increased by 502, the largest number of offences being under the Municipal Act. 
The increase in the number of casesis most marked in the Pegu (281), Tharra- 
waddy (241), Mandalay (208), Hanthawaddy (192), Bassein (128) and Myaung- 
mya (127) districts. The decrease in the number of cases is most apparent inthe 
Amherst (442), Shwebo (185), Henzada (143), and Lower Chindwin (131) districts. 
The number of cases in which the police investigated under the orders of a Ma- 
gistrate was 50 as against 43 in 1902. The largest number of such cases occur- 
red inthe Mandalay district. One thousand and one cases which were taken up 
in the first instance and investigated by the police as cognizable were declared on 
trial to be non-cognizable. Hurt cases formed the greater number of such cases. 

49. Three thousand and twenty-seven persons, or 159 persons less than last 

; £8 year, were brought before the Courts, of whom 2,378, 

Ho ring pl the Preventive sec- Gr 79 per cent. were called upon to furnish security. 
This percentage is the same as that of the previous 

ear. The increase inthe number of prosecutions is most evident in the Tharra- 
waddy (189), Hanthawaddy (69), Mandalay (68), and Pakékku (45) districts. 
The vigorous action taken inthe Tharrawaddy district was rendered neces- 
sary by the criminal state of the district. Though crime increasedin the Akyab 
district, and specially in the town of Akyab, the District Superintendent of Police 
does not appear to have taken action under these sections in a sufficient number 
of cases. The District Superintendent of Police states that he instructed his offi- 
cers to abstain from taking action until a person had been for three months on Sta- 
tion Register No. 13. There is nothing on record to show that in the Pegu dis- 
trict any case was taken up direct by a Magistrate, and the decrease of 32 cases in 
the number of prosecutions is ascribed by the District Superintendent of Police as 
due to the Magistrates not having had sufficient time to take up promptly cases 
which the police wished to bring up. There was a decrease of 135 prosecutions 
inthe Prome district, for whichno reasons are offered in explanation. Crime 
generally in the district showed no appreciable decrease, and the number of theft 
cases increased. The District Superintendent of Police, Bassein district, has 
shown a decrease of 212 prosecutions, but the Deputy Commissioner has_ pointed 
out that 274 persons were brought before the Courts, of whom 225 were placed on 
security. The explanation of the variation is that returns of cases taken up direct 
by Magistrates were not always sent to the District Superintendent of Police. 
The falling off in the number of prosecutions in the Amherst district was due to 
vigorous action taken in the previous year which resulted in a decrease in the 
amount of important crime during the year under report. The reports from the 
districts generally contain very little mention of the action taken by the District 
Superintendents of Police under the provision of Judicial Department Circular No. 
28 of 1903, which authorizes District Superintendents of Police to institute proceed- 
ings under sections 109 and 110, Criminal Procedure Code, without the sanction of 
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a Magistrate after a personal and local enquiry. The District Superintendent of 


Police, Myaungmya, has explained that he could not take action under the Cir- 


cular, as the Magistrates had their hands full with persons proceeded against by 
the police under the directions of a Magistrate. The District Superintendent of 
Police, Ruby Mines district, has expressed his doubts as to the practical 
utility of the procedure laid down in the Circular, but a wider experience of the 
working of it will no doubt cause his views to undergo a change. In 19 districts 
the percentage of successful prosecutions was less than 80, and poor results 
were most marked inthe Myingyan, Kyaukpyu, Meiktila, Minbu, Thatén and 
Thayetmyo districts. In the Myingyan district 8 persons were proceeded 
against and only 4 called upon to furnish security. The Deputy Comriissioner, 
Kyaukpyu district, has explained that as he was the only first class Magistrate in 
the district a great many of the cases had to be brought into headquarters, and 
the results were very poor. In this district 40 persons were proceeded against 
and 21 persons were called upon to give security. Inthe Meiktila district 19 
persons were proceeded against and 12 persons were called upon to give security. 
The District Superintendent of Police has remarked that witnesses did not always 
adhere to the statements made to the police, and that in some cases villagers 
refused to give evidence unless a guarantee could be given that the accused would 
be imprisoned and not be released on security. Inthe Minbu district 40 persorfs 
were proceeded against and 27 persons were required to give security. The Dis- 
trict Superintendent of Police has offered no explanation of the large number of 
acquittals. The Deputy Commissioner, Thayetmyo district, has explained that 
poor results were obtained as Subdivisional Magistrates frequently gave sanction 
to prosecute without adequate enquiry. In that district 77 persons were proceeded 
against and 53 persons were called upon to give security. 
50. At the beginning-of the year there were 19,614 registered criminals, and 
22 conditionally released convicts, whose names were 
borne onthe registers. During the year, 4,902 regis- 
tered criminals and 108 conditionally released convicts 
were entered, making a total of 24,646 persons. Twothousand three hundred and 
fifty-eight persons returned to honest livelihood and their names were expunged 
from the registers and 1,351 emigrated or died during the year. At the end of the 
year 1903, there were 20,822 registered criminals and 115 conditionally released 
convicts borne on the registers. Of these 6,950 were in jail, the residence of 3,546 
was not known, and 10,441 were actually under police surveillance. Eight thou- 
sand five hundred and twenty-nine of the 10,441 were classed as “ Livelihood 
honest.” During the year 1,319 registered criminals were re-convicted. The large 
number of conditionally released convicts entered on the registers is mainly due to 
the clemency extended at the time of the Coronation. There are twelve condition- 
ally released convicts in the Sagaing district, 10 in the Tharrawaddy district, and 
gin the Prome, Bassein and Mergui districts respectively. The remainder are 
scattered about in smaller numbers in other districts. The District Superintendent 
of Police, Prome district, has reported that 2,883 persons are borne on the regis- 
tersin his district. This number is very much in excess of that borne on the regis- 
ters of any other district and the District Superintendent of Police has been asked 
to scrutinize the registers with the view to removing if necessary names which 
should not under rules be retained in the registers. The number of registered 
criminals whose residence is not known is very marked in the Tharrawaddy, 
Prome, Myaungmya, Hanthawaddy and Pegu districts. No explanation has been 
offered by the District Superintendents of Police of those districts as to what steps 
beyond the publication of names in the Police Crime Gazette have been taken to 
trace these men. The reports from the districts show that on the whole surveil- 
lance over released criminals has been well maintained. The District Superin- 
tendent of Police, Pyapén district, has remarked that the work of beat constables 
inthe surveillance of criminals was not satisfactory and that he has taken steps 
to remedy it. 
51. During the year the names of 1,262 proclaimed and absconded persons 
Pea a aiceica ca WEEE published in the Police Crime Gazette as against 
tenders, 1,09! in the previous year. The largest number of 
proclaimed and absconded persons was 159 in the 
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Tharrawaddy district, :18 in the Henzada district, 97 in the Hanthawaddy dis- 

trict, 94 in the Ma-ubin district, and 81 in the Myaungmya and Thatén districts , 
respectively. The number of arrests made in the Ma-ubin district during the year 
was 17, which gives a very poor percentage. Inthe Northern Shan States 3 
persons were proclaimed and 2 were arrested, of whom one, a Shan, resisted 
arrest and severely wounded 1 of the 2 constables sent out to arrest him. The 
villagers assisted in the arrest of the man. Four hundred and fifteen absconded 
offenders were arrested during the year and the names of 16 were struck off 
on account of death and other causes. The largest number of arrests of abscond- 
ers was 51 made in the Henzada district and 35 made in the Tharrawaddy, Bas- 
sein and Thayetmyo districts respectively. In 893 cases evidence under sec- 
tion 512, Criminal Procedure Code, was recorded. It is noticeable that in the 
Henzada district evidence was recorded in 110 cases, in the Tharrawaddy district 
in 93 cases, in the Ma-ubin district in 73 cases, inthe Hanthawaddy district in 67 
cases and inthe Bassein district in 66 cases. The Commissioner, Meiktila 
Division, has commented on the irregular method of recording evidence under 
section 512, Criminal Procedure Code, in the Meiktila division, and has referred 
to the law which requires the record of evidence as to the fact of the accused ab- 
sconding before evidence as to the crimeis recorded. The Commissioner has fur- 
ther remarked that evidence of absconding has not been taken inthe first instance, 
and has sometimes been omitted altogether. The Deputy Commissioner has also 
commented on the irregularity of the procedure in such cases in the Thayetmyo 
district. 

52. During the year 1,391 old offenders were identified by the police before 
sentence and 19 by the Jail officials after sentence as 
having been once previously convicted. Six hundred 
and sixty old. offenders were identified by the police before sentence and g by 
the Jail officials after sentence as having been previously twice convicted. Three 
hundred and thirty-nine old offenders were identified by the police before sentence 
and six by the Jail officials after sentence, as having been three times previously 
convicted. Three hundred and thirty-three old offenders were identified by the 
police before sentence and 3 by the Jail officials after sentence, as having been 
previously convicted 4 times and more. The total number of identifications by 
the Police before sentence was 2,723 as against 2,803 in the previous year, and by 
the Jail officials after sentence 37 as against 18 in the previous year. The most 
marked failure on the part of the police of districts to identify old offenders before 
sentence occurred in the Bassein and Myitkyina districts. In the former district 
the police failed in 21 out of 316 cases to identify the prisoners and in the latter 
district the police failed to identify any case out of ten cases. The District Su- 
perintendents of Police have been called upon to explain the failure. The largest 
number of prisoners sent up for trial, who had been convicted four times and more, 
was in the Henzada and Thayetmyo districts. 

53. In the Criminal Identification Department there were 30,794 slips at the 
end of the year 1902, of which 20,794 concerned 
released crimirals and 10,000 concerned convicts in 
jails. Out of the 10,000 slips of convicts in jails, 
3,868 slips were transferred to the slips of released criminals in 1903. During the 
year under report 14,316 slips were received and 8,822 concerned released criminals 
and 5,494 concerned convicts in jails, thus making a total number of 33,484 
slips of released criminals and 11,626 slips of convicts in jails, or an increase at 
the end of the year of 12,6co slips of released criminals and 1,626 slips of convicts 
in jails. One thousand six hundred and eighty-nine references were made to the 
Bureau for identification and 273, or 16 per cent., were traced. There were 188 
references from other provinces, of which 6 were traced. Expert evidence was 
rendered necessary in 10 cases or an increase of 2 cases. One Inspector, 2 head ~ 
constables and 2 second and 3 third grade sergeants were put through a course 
of instruction during the year. 

54. The number of beat patrols during the year under report was 1,893, or an 
increase of 17, and the average number of villages 
in each beat was 20. The average area in square 
miles of each beat decreased from 92 to 90. Five hundred and twenty-seven 
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cognizable cases were brought to light through the medium of beat patrol 
constables, or an increase of 100 as compared with the previous year. Among 
the cases reported to have been brought to light by beat constables are a murder, 
2 robberies, 34 cattle-thefts and 107 ordinary thefts, besides over 150 cases 
under the Excise, Opium and Gambling Acts. The largest number of cases 
brought to light by beat patrol constables was 45 in the Henzada district, 42 in 
the Prome district, and 40 in the Mandalay district. The District Superintend- 
ent of Police, Ma-ubin district, has in his report shown 45 cases, but it is 
doubtful if many of these cases should be classed as brought to light by beat 
constables. The system of putting 2 men on each beat in the wild tracts in the 
Sandoway district was continued, as owing to the presence of wild animals, the men 
objected to going alone. The District Superintendent of Police has noted that 
in lonely parts of the Myaungmya district, in the jurisdiction of the Labutta 
police-station where the beats are large, 2 men were employed together on 
each beat. The report from the Bassein district on the working of the beat 
patrol system is not satisfactory. The District Superintendent of Police has 
remarked that the beats are too large, and that more men are required. The 
maps in the Thayetmyo district were defective and steps have been taken to 
replace them. On the whole the beat patrol system was satisfactorily carried 
out in districts. . 
55. The relations between village headmen and the police are, with few 
exceptions, reported to be satisfactory. The District 
A Aaa headmen and rural Superintendent of Police, Akyab district, has 
complained of the headmen in the town of Akyab, 
but the Commissioner advocates a better understanding between the headmen 
and the police as likely to lead to more satisfactory results. The Deputy 
Commissioner considers that the village headmen in the Bhamo district do not 
always show the readiness to assist the police that might be desired. The 
District Superintendent of Police has complained of want of assistance on the 
part of most of the headmen in the Meiktila district, but this view is not alto- 
gether supported by the Deputy Commissioner. In the Yandaboo dacoity case 
in the Myingyan district the headman was dismissed and the villagers were fined 
Rs. 1,000 for not resisting. The Zatkthugyi of Tarigalen and the headmen of 
Wataré in the Amherst district, were presented, the one with a gun and the other 
with a silver mounted dd, and with certificates, by His Honour the Lieutenant- 
Governor in durbar at Moulmein for courageous conduct in resisting armed 
robbers, who attacked the village of Wataré. Rewards to headmen and villagers 
for good services rendered in assisting the police appear to have been paid 
liberally in most districts. Several headmen were presented with certificates. 

56. During the year under review the police had to guard a total of 45,039 
persons arrested, which is an increase of 1,571 over 
the previous year’s figures. The percentage of 
escapes to arrests is °140, as against ‘058 in 1902, and the percentage of recap- 
tures to escapes is 60 or the same as that of last year. :

The policemen responsible for these escapes were dealt with as follows :-— 
Thirty-one Civil and 16 Military policemen were convicted, 2 Civil and 7 Military 
policemen were either discharged or acquitted, 11 Civil and 1 Military policeman 
were departmentally punished, and 17 Civil and 7 Military policemen were held

waiting trial. Besides the escapes from the police custody referred to above a case 


occurred in the Thatén district in which 3 prisoners escaped from the custody of - 


Ywathugyis, 1 prisoner was re-arrested, andthe Ywathugyt of Duyinzeik, who was 
responsible for the escape of 2 prisoners, was tried and sentenced to six months’ 
rigorous imprisonment. In a case of escape in the Sagaing district in which: the

villagers were held responsible with the police, the vilagers were punished. Two 
prisoners who escaped in previous years from police custody in the Sagaing and 
Upper Chindwin districts were re-arrested. Both men were sent up for trial and 
sentenced to six months’ and one year’s rigorous imprisonment respectively under 
section 224, Indian Penal Code. An undertrial prisoner escaped from the custody 
of 2 Military policemen in the train near the Zigén point 4 miles north of Pyinmana. 
The prisoner snatched the chain from the escort and jumped out of the train though 
he was hand-cuffed and had leg-irons on. One of the Military policemen promptly 
followed him, and he was seized, and later on brought to trial and convicted. 
The Naik is reported to have fired 3 shots to.attract the attention of the guard, but 
did not succeed in doing so. 

57. No punitive police were employed during 
the year under report. 


RAILWAY POLICE. 


58. The sanctioned strength at the beginning of the year was 1 District 
Superintendent of Police, 6 Inspectors and officiat- 
ing Inspectors, 7 head constables, 72 sergeants and 
245 constables. During the year the force was increased by 2 head constables, 
6 sergeants and 33 constables. This increase was made in consequence of the 
opening of the line to Bassein and Lashio. It became necessary for the same 
reason to establish a police-station at Henzada with an outpost at Neikban, a police- 
station at Bassein with outposts at Yegyi and Daga, and a police-station at Lashio. 
In addition to the abovementioned increase an extra constable was sanctioned for 
the Kemmendine outpost. At the end of the year the sanctioned strength was 1 
District Superintendent of Police, 6 Inspectors and officiating Inspectors, 9 head 
constables, 78 sergeants and 279 constables. The force consists of 9 Europeans 
and Eurasians, 117 Natives of India and 247 Burmans. There are 2 European head 
constables, 1 of whom is stationed at Rangoon and the other at Mandalay. 

59. The cost of the force was Rs. 1,08,736, or 
an increase of Rs. 13,744, which was due to the in- 
crease in strength during the year. 

60. There are 138 watchmen employed to look after the goods-sheds and 
wagons, engine and carriage-sheds, workshops, rest 
houses and offices. The cost of this establishment 
was Rs. 19,947 which is divided between the Government and the Railways 
Company at the rate of ;%ths and paths respectively. These men are enter 
tained by the District Superintendent of Police and are under his control. 

61. There are 1,337 miles of line open for traffic, or an increase of 160 miles 
owing to the opening of the lines from Letpadan’ to 
Bassein and from Hsipaw to Lashio at the beginning 
of the year. There are 22 police-stations and 27 outposts as compared with 19 
police-stations and 24 outposts at the end of 1902. 

62. The number ofall ranks available for the detection and prevention of crime 

Proportion of the police engaged WAS 275. Ninety-five head constables, sergeants, 
on prevention and detection of and constables were engaged on other duties or were 
crime. sick or absent on leave. Twenty-three sergeants 
and 13 constables are employed on travelling duty with night passenger trains for 
the prevention of crime. 

63. The force was short of the sanctioned strength by 1 officer and 4 men 
at the end of the year owing to the number of resig- 
nations. The District Superintendent of Police ex- 
perienced difficulty in enlisting sufficient Indians during the year. 

64. No changes in the armament were made 
during the year. 

65. The number of resignations fell off by 6 during the year and most of the 
men who resigned were recruits to whom the strict 
training at the depdt is stated to have been uncon- 
genial. One sergeant and 2 constables deserted as against 2 cases of desertion 
during 1902. Twenty-four officers and 36 men were fined, degraded or otherwise 
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punished departmentally, as against 20 officers and 77 men punished during the 
previous year. The decrease in the number of departmental punishments is 
satisfactory. One sergeant and 1 constable were convicted under the Gamb- 
ling Act and 4 constables were convicted under the Indian Penal Code. These 
figures show an increase of 3 cases as compared with the figures of the previ- 
ous year. Seven recruits were discharged as they proved to be unsuitable for 
police work. Two hundred and six men are stated to have been rewarded by 
promotion and 47 men received money rewards. It is probable, however, that 
the District Superintendent of Police in arriving at such a very large number of 
men who were rewarded by promotion has included all cases of promotion. 
Twelve men received good service certificates, of which 5 were given by District 
Superintendents of Police for the detection of cases in the districts. . 
66. Excluding the District Superintendent of Police and Inspectors, 84 per 
; cent. of the force are literate. A large number of the 
Natives of India are illiterate. Out of 168 men re- 
quired by rule to be trained only 24 received training. The District Superintend- 
ent of Police has explained that 111 men were enlisted during the year owing to 
augmentation and vacancies caused by resignations, removals and discharges, 
and that the recruits were sent to the depdt for training while the trained men 
were kept for duty on the line. In order to in some measure make up the

loss of the annual monthly course in the case of the trained men, the District . 


Superintendent of Police instructed officers in charge of police-stations and out- 
posts to frequently hold classes for instruction in law. Men who showed signs 
of becoming slovenly were transferred to Rangoon or Mandalay to be drilled. 
Ninety-seven recruits attended the depét, of whom 14 resigned, 2 were discharg- 
ed for failing to pass and 37 were under training at the end of the year. Forty- 
four recruits passed out, of whom 29 obtained first class certificates. The results 
obtained in the training depot were good. To facilitate the instruction of the 
Indian constables copies of the Indian Penal Code and Criminal Procedure Code 

in the ‘ Nagri’ character were obtained for use in the training depdt. 
67. At the end of the year there were 61 men 
Length of service. with over 10 years’ service as against 56 in 1902 and 

51 in 1gol. 

68. The casualties during the year consisted of 2 deaths, 3 desertions, 7 
discharges, 4 dismissals or removals, 24 resignations 
and 4 retirements. The resignations as already ex- 
plained occurred mostly among the recruits. 

69. The health of the force was good except among 
the men stationed in the Katha district and in the

70. The men are well housed throughout the 

line. None of the police-stations are armed. 
71. The Inspector-General of Police inspected the Myohaung junction out- 
post and the Deputy Inspector-General of Civil Police 
inspected the police-stations at Myingyan, Maymyo, 
Naungkhio, Hsipaw, Lashio, Sagaing, Wuntho, Prome, Zigén, Gyobingauk, Let- 
padan and the training depdt. The Nyaunglebin, Myingyan, Kyauksé, Ménywa, 
Shwebo and Bassein police-stations were not inspected twice during the year by 
the District Superintendent of Police. The police-stations at Lashio and Naung- 
khio were not inspected by the District Superintendent of Police during the year. 
The police-station at Lashio was not established until June, and as regards 
Naungkhio, the District Superintendent of Police has explained that he was pre- 
vented by illness from stopping there to make an inspection. The inspection 
work by Inspectors in charge of sections of the line was sufficient. 

72. Six hundred and nineteen true cases of cognizable crime were dealt with 
during the year or an increase of 105 cases in com- 
parison with the figures of the previous year. In 
Class I, the increase of 4 cases is mainly due to ‘ Other offences against public 
justice.” Offences under Class II decreased by 1 case. There was an increase 
of 10 cases of ‘‘ Grievous hurt’” anda decrease of 1 case of “ Murder by rob- 
bers,” 1 “Other murder,” and of 4 cases of “Hurt by dangerous weapon.” 
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Offences under Class III show an increase of six cases. There was an increase 
of three cases of ‘‘ Other robberies’ and four cases of ‘‘ Lurking house trespass 
or housebreaking.” The increase of 1 case in Class IV requires no comment. 
Offences under Class V increased by 74 cases, due principally to an increase of 68 
cases of ‘‘Ordinary theft.’’ Offences under Class VI increased by 21 cases. 
Offences against the ‘‘ Railway laws ” increased by 14 and under “ Public and local 
nuisances” by 36. ‘‘ Offences against the Excise laws’ decreased by 18 cases. 
The increase in Class V is attributed in a large measure to the extension of the 
line to Bassein. Under Class VI there were more prosecutions of gharriwallahs 
for obstructing the road within railway limits at Rangoon and Mandalay. .There 
were 3 cases of placing obstacles on the line, but fortunately no damage oc- 
curred. On the 8th February between Yedashe and Swa stations a sleeper was 
placed across the rails by 2 Burmans (a man and a boy) with mischievous 
intent. The man was sentenced to 1 year’s rigorous imprisonment. On the 
13th October, a spare rail which was lying at the side of the line between Prome 
and Henzada stations was placed across the line by some mischievous persons, 
It has not been ascertained who the offenders were, but there are reasons for sus- 
pecting some railway coolies who had quarrelled witha gateman near whose gate 
the rail was, in order to get him into trcuble for not sleeping in his gate hut, ac- 
cording to orders. The gateman was dismissed. On the 3rd December, a pole 
and a short piece of rail were placed onthe line about 4 miles south of Ménywa. 
It is suspected that boys herding cattle put the obstacles on the line but no evi- 
dence has been obtained. The trains run over this part of the line during the day, 
and obstacles can be seen for some distance. 


73. Under Classes I to VI the 619 true cases dealt with by the Railway 
Police were investigated and 473, or 76 per cent. of 
the cases investigated, resulted in conviction. Eight 
hundred and eleven persons were dealt with, 743 persons were tried, and 589, or 73 
per cent. of the persons dealt with, or 79 per cent. of the persons tried, were con- 
victed. These results speak well for the working of the police. Under Classes 
Ito V, 313 true cases were dealt with, of which 185, or 59 per cent., ended in con- 
viction against 55 per cent. in the previous year. Out of 349 persons dealt with 
216 or 62 per cent. were convicted as against 54 per cent. last year. Out of the 
total of 816 cases reported to the Railway Police, investigation was refused in 36 
cases, or 4 per cent., as against 5 percent. in 1902. Under serial No. 57 in 
Class VI there were 96 true cases, of which 85, or 89 per cent., resulted in convic- 
tion as against 97 per cent. convictions in 1902. ; 

74. There were 2 cases of ‘‘Other murders,” 2 cases of “ Robbery with 
hurt’? and 3 cases of ‘“ Other robberies,” or a 
total number of 7 cases of violent crime dealt with 
during the year. Innocases were fire-arms used. Out of the 7 cases dealt with, 
6 cases were tried and 3, or 43 per cent., of the cases dealt with ended in convic- 
tion. Seventeen persons were dealt with, 12 persons were ,tried, and 5 persons, 
or 29 per cent. of the persons dealt with, were convicted. One case of murder 
ended in conviction and the other remained undetected. The undetected case 
was difficult to deal with as the villagers combined to suppress evidence, and en- 
deavoured to prove that the accused was killed by a tiger. The District Magis- 
trate, Shwebo district, recommended that the villagers should be fined. The 
same results occurred in the cases of ‘‘ Robbery with hurt.” Out of the 3 cases 
of “Other robberies’? 1 case ended in conviction and 2 cases remained unde- 
tected. .The District Superintendent of Police investigated 3 true cases of 
violent crime. 

75. There were two cases of ‘‘ Cattle-theft,” one of which ended in convic- 
tion under section 403, Indian Penal Code, and the 
other remained undetected. The value of the cattle 
in the undetected case was Rs. 150. 


76. Two hundred and thirty-nine true cases of “ Ordinary thefts” were dealt 
with, of which 148 or 62 per cent. ended in conviction 
as against 56 per cent. in 1902. Although there was 
an increase of 68 cases, detection during the year under report showed an improve- 
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ment. Two hundred and thirty-six persons were dealt with, of whom 165, or 70 
per cent., were convicted. Property tothe value of Rs. 13,936 was stolen, of which 
property to the value of Rs. 6,731, or 48 per cent., was recovered. These results 
show an improvement. There was only 1.theft from a first-class passenger, 
and 2 from second-class passengers in moving trains during the year which, in 
comparison with the figures of the previous year, and taking into consideration the 
increase in passenger traffic, shows increased vigilance on the part of the police. 
The value of property recovered was 65 per cent. of the value of the total property 
stolen from moving passenger trains against 19 per cent. in the previous year. 
There were 32 true cases of theft from wagons, of which 14 or 44 per cent. ended 
in conviction. Detection in such cases is difficult owing to the difficulty in iden- 
tifying the property. There were 6 cases of theft from goods-sheds and 4 cases 
of theft from the Insein Workshops, all of which ended in conviction. 


77. Twenty-five true cases were dealt with under the Excise Act and all ended 
in conviction. There was a decrease of 18 cases as 
compared with the previous year. Four thousand 
six hundred and fifty-four tolas of ganja were seized. 

78. Thirty-two true cases were dealt with under the Opium Act or a decrease 
of 8 cases as compared with the previous year. Of 
these 31 cases, or 97 per cent., ended in conviction as 
against 87 per cent. in 1902. Nine thousand, one hundred and ninety-four tolas 
of opium were seized.

79. There was only 1 case under the Gambling 

Act, in which 4 persons were arrested and convicted. 
80, There were 6 true cases under the Arms Act and all ended in conviction. 
‘The arms seized were dés and daggersonly. There 
was also a case under the Explosives Act, which 
ended in conviction. 
81. There were 319 cases of non-cognizable crime as against 271 cases in 
1902. There were 57 prosecutions by the Railway 
Police on behalf of the Railways Company under the 
Railways Act. These were mostly against the owners of cattle which strayed on 
fenced lines and were knocked over by trains, 

82. Five offenders were proclaimed, of whom 2 were arrested during the year. 

, Two persons who had been proclaimed in previous 

Prot and absconded years were arrested. Five absconders required by 

the District Police were arrested by the Railway Police 

within railway limits. Twenty-five persons who had previous convictions were 

re-convicted during the year. There was no failure to trace previous convictions 
in any case. 

83. In two instances village headmen and rural police failed to give assistance 
and were punished. Headmen and rural police 
generally rendered all assistance in their power. 

84. Four cases of escape were reported during the year and in three cases 
recapture was effected. In only one case were the 
police in charge of escaped prisoners sent up for 
trial. 

85. Mr. A. B. Skinner, Officiating District Superintendent of Police, held 
charge throughout the year. Mr. Skinner has 
brought to notice the services of Inspectors Maxwell 
and Oxlade and Officiating Inspector Atkinson. 

86. The following is a summary of the more important orders issued during 
the year :— 

(1) The transfer of the Supplement to the Police Gazette to the Office of 
the District Superintendent of Police, 
Secretariat, the change in name to the 
Police Crime Gazette and a revision of 

the orders regarding notices to be published in it. 
(2) Orders regarding the Daily Cash Account Book. 
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(3) The conversion of many police outposts into second-class police-sta- 
tions. It was found that the restrictions imposed on an officer in 
charge of an outposi caused inconvenience and delay in the investi- 
gation of cases and frequently hardship on the accused person. The 
power to investigate and the power to release persons on bail given 
to officers in charge of second class police posts has mitigated the 
inconveniences and hardships that formerly existed, while the sub- 
ordination of a second-class station to its first-class, or controlling 
station, has been in no way impaired. 

(4) Detailed orders were given regarding the procedure to be adopted in 
the case of a person arrested in one district on suspicion of having 
committed an offence in another. To arrest a person on suspicion 
and without previously ascertaining that he was really required in 
another district where, as sometimes happened, he was not wanted, 
and where he was released in a practically penniless condition, far 
from his own home, wa3a distinct hardship on the individual arrested. 
The detailed rules laid down should do away with cases of this sort. 

(5) Some minor changes in the orders regarding the escort of prisoners 
that experience had shown to be necessary, were made inthe Chapter on the 
subject in the Police Manual. The orders regarding’ the escort of treasure by 
Steamer were a'so amended. 

(6) The Inspector-General of Police was empowered to sanction— 

(a) changes in the jurisdiction of police posts (2 e., transfer of villages from 

the jurisdiction of one post to another), 

(6) changes in the sanctioned strength of stations and outposts ; and 

(¢) changes in the status of posts, 7.e., conversion of a station into an outpost 

and vice versé, a reference being made to Government whena 
notification under section 4 (s) of the Code of Criminal Procedure 
became necessary. These alterations save much correspondence as 
a'l minor changes were formerly referred to Government. 

(7) The procedure to be observed in the investigation, prosecution and 
recording of cases under the Excise and Opium Act, taken up by 
the Excise Department direct, was set out in detail. 

(8) Rules to ensure uniformity of precedure under the provisions of the 

Burma Military Police Act Amendment Act, 1901. 

87. Colonel S. C. F. Peile, C.1.E., I.A., was Inspector-General of Police 
throughout the year. 

Mr. R. B. Hawkes was Deputy Inspector-Ge- 
neral of Civil Police from the 1st January to the 28th November 1903, the date of 
his death. Mr. E. C. S. Shuttleworth held temporary charge of the office until 
the sth December when he handed over to Mr. A. G. Mayne, Deputy Inspector- 
General of Police for Supply and Clothing, who was appointed Deputy Inspector- 
General of Civil Police and held the appointment at the end of the year. 

Major R. F. C. Gordon, I.A., was officiating Deputy Inspector-General of 
Military Police throughout the year vice Major H. Parkin, I.A, on furlough. 

Mr. A. G. Mayne was Deputy Inspector-General of Police for Supply and 
Clothing from the rst January to the 4th December 1903, from which date and 
up tothe rth zdem Mr. H. S. T. Wallace held temporary charge of the office. 
:Mr. A. J. A. Jardine, District Superintendent of Police, who was appointed Deputy 
-Inspector-General of Police for Supply and Clothing vtce Mr. Mayne took charge 
of the office on 1zth December 1903, and held the appointment at the end of 
the year. 

, M r. R. W. Martin held charge of the Police Secretariat throughout the year. 

Mr. F.C. C. Annesley was Personal Assistant to the Inspector-General of 

Police from the 1st January to the zoth October 1903. 
; Mr. E. C. S. Shuttleworth carried on the duties of Personal Assistant to 
the Inspector-General of Police in addition to his own duties from the 21st October 
‘to the ist December 1903, on which date Mr. H.S.T. Wallace became Personal 
Assistant to the Inspector General of Police‘and held the appointment to the 
end of the year. ;

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Mr. E.C.S. Shuttleworth officiated as Personal Assistant to the Deputy 
Inspector-General of Civil Police from the 1st January to the 1oth December

It is with much regret that I have to record the death during the year of Mr. 
R.B. Hawkes, Deputy Inspector-General of Civil Police, who had rendered long 
and meritorious service ; of Mr. Moore-Lane, Officiating District Superintendent of 
Police ; and of Inspectors Taylor, McCaffry, Hall, Owen, Maung Tun Win, Maung 
San Lin and Maung Pan Gaing. 
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88. The actual strength of the Military Police at the end of the year was 135 
Strength, distribution, cost and below sanctioned ss Sa The usual arrangements 
caste, for recruiting were made. 


89. Myitkyina Battalion —A cold weather post of 35 men was established 
at Kwitu in December, and the Haungpa outpost of fifty rifles was transferred 
from the Chindwin Battalion at the end of the year. A signalling guard consisting 
of 25 rifles was established at N’Glumbum near Waingmaw. This is an admirable 
signalling station being in communication with Kwitu, Lape, Napaw, Talawgyi, 
‘Sima, Sadén, Loignu and headquarters. Three-and-a-half companies of the g2nd 
Punjabis were detailed by the Military authorities for duty at Myitkyina during the 
open season to enable the battalion to find men for the open season posts. 

go. Bhamo Battalion—The sanctioned strength of the Nampatung and Sin- 
lum outposts was reduced from 74 to 50 men each, and a new post at Naldén was 
sarictioned.

96. Toungoo Battalion.—A new district was formed at Pyapon at the end of 
the year with a sanctioned strength of 150 Military Police. A portion of the men 
for this new district were found by reducing the strength of the Military Police of 
the Ma-ubin and Myaungmya districts.

~ Recruiting was carried on by the employment of recruiting parties in India, 
through men on leave in India, and at the headquarters of battalions in the case of 
men who presented themselves locally for enlistment. The recruiting of Kachins 
was carried on by the Battalion Commandant, Bhamo Battalion, and of Karens by 
the Recruiting Officer for Karens, Toungoo. 

114. All battalions are accoutred with the bandolier, except the Bhamo, Chin 
Hills, Myitkyina and Northern Shan States battalions 
which are accoutred with the Mackenzie Equipment. 

115. The cost of transport during the year under 
Transport. report was Rs. 69,548 against Rs. 68,785 in the 
. previous year. 

One hundred and eleven ponies were purchased. The number of casualties 
during the year was 169. 

In the Chindwin Battalion eight ponies died of anthrax. 

116. The state of efficiency of the Mounted In- 
Mounted Infantry. . fantry was maintained. One hundred and thirty- 
seven remounts were purchased.

The following works have been come 
pleted during the year ; at Myitkyina Headquarters a new quarter-guard and five 
sets of Native Officers’ quarters have been built ; at Sima, additions to the Fort 
‘costing between 4,000 and 5,000 rupees were carried out, and an additional tempor- 
ary barrack for 50 men was built. The jungle has been cleared on N’Pumbum 
Hill; and a temporary Military Police Post has been constructed at Wayabum.

Semi-permanent buildings at Homalin, 1st class temporary buildings 
at Mantaung and Haungpa posts. Re-construction of temporary buildings at 
Maingkaing. 

123. Shwebo Battalion.—The following buildings were constructed by the 
Public Works Department during the year.
